every person who desires to see the 
Muskingum river improved, has been 
sent out by Major E. EL Ruff ner, of 
the United States engineers at Cin- 
cinnati. 


"To ail parties in the preliminary 
examinations of the following locali- 
ties, as specified in the river and har- 
bor act approved June 13, 19*2, and 
which were assigned the undersigned 
for report. 


"Muskingum river from Zanesville 
to Cosbocton, with a view to obtain- 
ing a vavigable depth of six feet. 


"The chief of engineers. U. S. A., 
has directed that any statements, 
facts, or arguments in regard to the 
necessities for work at the respective 
localities may be sent to the office of 
the chief of engineers, C. S. A., Wash- 
ington. D. C.. addressed to Colonel 
Alexander Mackenzie, corps of engin- 
eers, senior member of the board of 
engineers provided by the same act: 
which board must consider each re- 
port submitted by district officers. 
"This is to enable the said board to 
give a full aid complete consideration 
of the merits of each case 
"E- H. RUFFN-ER, 
'•Major. Corps of Engineers." 
The announcement means that the 
government has taken up in earnest 
the proposed 
improvement of the 
Muskingum from Zanesville to Co- 
shocton. An appropriation of 825,090 
was secured at the last session of con- 
gress for the' snrvev, and the notice 
implies that work is about to begin. 
It Is now the duty of every town in- 
terested, Coshocton, 
Dresden and 
Zaaesvilie particularly,!*) place before 
Major Rnffner such information as 
will show the need of the improve- 
ment. That the expenditure of a 
comparatively small amount of money 
on the Mnskingom will mean great 
things for Coshocton and this entire 
section no one will denv, and there is 
no reason why an appropriation suffi- 
cient, to slackwater the river from 
Zanesville should not be secured.

Lamb, attorney for Peter Power, told MKMA 
all he knew about the Northern Pacific 
merger suit. He named the men who. 
with Power as plaintiff and Captain: 
Henry Stern as go-between, he said. I 
had hoped to conceal their connection' 
with the litigation and keep their 
identity hidden. Those he named . 
were: W. Bourke Cockran. Caotllle 
Weidenfeld. H. Content & Company," 
and Edwin R. Thomas of the firm ot 
Thomas & Post. Wall street bankers 
and brokers. The story of Power's 
wandering came out, and a plan to 
send him to Europe was revealed, as 
was his quasl-eonnection with the salt 
at issue. Lamb said that he was 
practically forced by the people back 
of him to send Power away, and that 
they paid the expense of his trip to 
West Hurley and then to Montreal. 
Weidenfeld, Cockran and the other 
sponsors of the Power suit, Mr. Lamb 
declared, feared that Power would be 
broken down as a witness and would 
"give away the people behind It." 
Cockran was telephoned to for advice 
in his presence. 
Lamb declared he 


was one of the persons for whom 
Lamb was given to believe he was 
acting in pushing the suit, and he was 
one of those who advised Power to 
stay out of the court's jurisdiction 
and was ready to supply him with 
funds to enable him to do so. Mr. 
Lamb told the story readily, released, 
as he said he considered himself, by 
the action of his clients In repudiating 
him as their counsel. 


Peter Power himself was on the 


stand, and said io the best of his be- 
lief he had received the 100 shares 
of stock in payment for the use of 
his name. This was his sole interest 
in the suit. He had been instructed 
that the subpena service was bad and 
had left New York city with that un- 
derstanding. In a measure, his testi- 
mony was corroborative of that given 
by Lawyer Lamb regarding the con- 
nection of Messrs. Cockran and 'Wei- 
denfeld with the suit.
